Mcintosh  read  then-port  of  the  Trustees  of  How- 
ard College.  On  motion,  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion.    It  is  as  follows  :  * 

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  HOWARD  COLLEGE. 

In  presenting  their  annual  report  to  the  Convention,  the  Hoard  of 
Trustees  of  Howard  College  desire  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  tho 
gracious  Providence  that  Inn  so  far  preserved  the  institution  committed 
10  our  care,  arid  which  has  followed  the  efforts  of  its  friends  with  a 
good  degree  of  success.  The  number  of  students  registered  during 
the  session  ending  on  the  Inst  Thursday  in  June  was  one  hundred  and 
niltetv.  It  is  gratifying  to  slate  th.it  of  this  number  ten  were  young 
men  looking  to  the  ministry.  To  reduce  the  expenses  of  the  students  as 
much  a*  possible,  it  was  proposed  early  in  the  session  to  establish  upon 
tin-  college  grounds  a  hall  where  those  who  desired  to  do  so  could 
board  themselves.  It  was  tried  and  proved  successful,  so  that  a  liko 
plan  was  adopted  at  the  opening  of  the  present  session,  and  should  it 
continue  to  work  as  well  as  it  has  done  in  the  past,  increased  BCCom mo- 
duli* His  will  be  necessary.  The  average  cost  of  board  was  fc7  38  per 
per  month.  We  regret  to  say  that  the  tuition  did  rot  afford  a  suffi- 
cient lev.  nue  to  meet  the  salaries  of  all  the  officers.  The  Board  is  im- 
piessed  with  the  necessity  of  raising  a  fund  sufficient  to  pay  the  salary 
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of  the  President,  which  can  be  done  only  by  voluntary  contributions. 
This  must  be  done  or  we  must  abandon  the  thought  of  having  a  col- 
lege. Shall  the  work  cease — the  work  of  educatu  n  beirun  l>y  our 
fathers  and  bequeathed  to  us,  furnishing  to  the  young  men  of  the  State 
the  facilities  for  the  best  mental  training  and  culture,  preparing  those 
who  desire  to  prench  the  gospel  (or  their  high  culling— shall  this  work 
cease?  It  is  a  serious  question,  and  one  which  in  all  its  importance  and 
magnitude  should  be  pondered  long  and  well  before  we  decide  th.it  no- 
thing more  can  be  done,  Your  Hoard  have  not  reached  this  conclusion. 
Painfully  sensible  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way,  they  nevertheless  be- 
lieve that  such  measures  may  be  adopted  as  will  secure  tho  salary  of 
the  President,  and  in  doing  this  secure  an  efficient  Faculty.  Relying 
upon  the  sympathy,  the  co-operation  and  support  of  the  denomination, 
the  Hoard  appeal  to  the  Convention,  and  through  the  Convention  to  the 
Baptists  of  Alabama,  first  for  their  patronage.  Send  your  sons  to 
11(  ward  College  and  become  thus  identified  with  this  enterprise,  and 
to  this  add  some  pecuniary  assistance  to  meet  the  pressing  necessities  of 
the  case. 

To  meet  this  want,  and  to  make  a  final  settlement  of  the  debts  due 
to  the  College  and  by  it,  it  is  all  important  to  have  an  active  and  judi- 
cious agent  in  the  field.  In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Convention  la*t  year  to  appoint  a  suitable,  agent,  the  Board  immedi- 
ately sought  one,  and  deemed  themsolves  fortunate  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  Hev.  I.  T.  Tichenor,  who  has  done  a  good  work  during  the  time 
which  he  has  been  able  to  devote  to  it.  Impaired  health  demanded 
temporary  cessation  from  labor  and  a  change  of  climate,  which 
have  happily  resulted  in  his  restoration.  Wo  urge  his  continuance 
upon  the  conviction  that  ho  cannot  better  servo  the  Master  in  tho 
general  interests  of  his  kingdom  ;  that  he  can  render  to  his  generation 
and  to  those  who  shall  come  after,  no  higher  service  than  in  the  work  in 
which  he  is  now  engaged. 

Wo  would  place  prominently  before  the  Convention  and  the  denomi- 
nation the  importance  of  securing  the  endowment  of  the  College  at  the 
earliest  time  practicable;  and  in  the  mean  time  recommend  that  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars  bo  raised,  one  half  by  tho  first  of  January 
and  the  other  by  the  first  of  July,  1871,  to  pay  the  salary  of  tho  Presi- 
dent lor  the  present  session,  and  that  the  agent  be  instructed  to  procure 
bonds   payable  in  anuual    instalments  without  interest  for   the 

support  of  the  President. 

rlhe  statement  appended  to  this  report  shows  the  number  of  students. 

The  Hon.  John  Moore  and  Mr.  R.  II.  Lee  have  resigned  their  places 
in  the  Hoard.     The  Convention  should  fill  tho  vacancies.

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Judson  Female  Institute  was  read 
by  brother  A.  J.  Battle,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Education,     It  is  as  follows. 

UEPOIIT  OFTRUSTEESOF  JUDSON  FEMALE   INSTITUTE. 

With  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  his  providential  favor 
find  regard,  we  submit  to  the  Convention  the  annual  report  of  our  cher- 
ished Judson.  During  the  last  scholastic  year  the  growing  prosperity 
of  the  Institute  was  indicated  by  the  increase  of  fifty  pupils  over  the 
number  of  the  preceding  session;  the  total  in  attendance  being  ono 
hundred  and  ninety  seven. 

With  the  exception  of  an  epidemic,  lasting  one  month,  to  which  two 
of  our  loveliest  and  most  talented  young  ladies  fell  victims,  the  health 
of  the  Institution  was  excellent.  But  God  vouchsafed  a  gracious  com- 
pensation in  a  precious  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  by  which  more  than  a 
sc»re  of  the  pupils — among  whom  were  the  two  who  died — were  hope- 
fully converted. 

The  success  of  the  efforts  of  our  Faculty  was  equal  to  the  expectations 
of  the  most  anxious  friends  of  the  school.  Diligence,  good  progress, 
order  and  harmony  characterized  the  classes.  The  Commencement  oc- 
casion was  unsurpassed  in  tho  excellence,  variety,  interest  and  attrac- 
tiveness of  the  numerous  public  exercises. 

That  noble  band  of  sisters — the  Alumnic  of  the  Judson — are  unti- 
ring in  their  efforts  to  promote  the  interest  of  their  Alma  Mater.  Du« 
ring  the  last  Spring  by  one  series  of  eff  irts.they  succeeded  in  raising  in 
money,  pledges  and  contributions  in  kind,  about  $0,000  to  aid  in  pro- 
viding a  much  needed  addition  to  tho  building. 

Our  urrangements  for  imparting  instruction  and  cultivating  the 
minds,  morals  and  manners  of  the  pupils  are  efficient  and  judicious. 
With  a  complete  and  symmetrical  organization,  an  able  faculty,  a 
course  of  study  elevated  and  thorough,  a  reputation  wide-spread  and 
commanding,   we  offer  to  the  denomination  an   institution   where  the 
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daughters  of  our  land  may  acquire  equally  the  benefits  of  solid 
learning,  and  the  elegant  accomplishment))  of  literary  and  urtistie  cul- 
ture. 

The  Excelsior  Class  has  become  a  permanent  and  popular  feature  of 
the  Institute.  It  offers  to  graduates  of  this  and  similar  schools,  unusuil 
opportunities  for  more  advanced  and  liberal  culture  than  the  under- 
graduate course  allows,  and  every  year  a  few  young  ladies  avail  them* 
selves  of  its  advantages.

DeVntie 
addressed  the  Convention,  giving  a  sketch  of  the  history  of  the  College 
and  urging  the  brethren  to  a  generous  policy  in  sustaining  it.  Remarks 
were  also  made  by  brethren  J.  O.  llixsnn  and  I.  T.  Tichenor,  Alter 
engaging  in  prayer,  led  by  brother  DeVotie,  the  Convention  unani* 
mously  adopted  the  report,  which  is  as  follows  : 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

It  is  wise  to  continually  repeat  fundamental  principles,  that  we  may 
take  fresh  hold  of  them  and  that  wc  may  be  prepared  to  imprint  them 
on  the  minds  of  future  generations.  Of  all  claims,  the  most  impor- 
tant, save  those  of  the  Gospel,  are  those  nf  education.  Cultivated  and 
Consecrated  intellect  is  the  abiding  want  of  human  society,  as  it  is  tho 
great  lever  which  is  to  be  used  in  the  promulgation  cf  the  truth.  It  is 
therefore  a  great  virtue  in  a  people  to  establish  and  sustain  an  institu- 
tion of  learning.  But  conscientious  Baptists  can  never  yive  their  ad- 
herence to  a  system  of  education  which  in  any  way  trenches  upon  their 
religious  equality  or  convictions.  If  we  would  advance  the  sttndard  of 
intelligence,  if  we  would  keep  abreast  the  tide  of  a  progressive  civili- 
zation, if  we  would  replenish  the  ranks  of  our  ministry,  if  we  would 
develop  an  intelligent  and  appreciative  membership,  we  must  provide 
thorough  and  accessible  schools  fir  the  training  of  the  young. 

If  discouragements  present  themselves,  we  owe  it  to  our  Christian 
manhood  to  overcome  them.  Wc  owe  it  to  our  devotion  to  truth,  wo 
owe  it  to  our  children,  to  perpetuate  the  self  denial,  the  devotion  and 
the  toil  of  our  fathers  whose  lives  breathed  so  fragrantly  upon  the  al- 
tars of  a  consecrated  hope.  Shall  we  prove  recreant  to  the  high  trusts 
imposed  upon  us  by  so  noble  a  lineage,  by  so  lofty  a  mission  ?  We 
cannot  but  hope  that  there  is  a  wide-spread,  although  at  present  it  is  a 
latent  desire  for  the  education  of  the  young.  Yet  in  looking  over  the 
State,  wc  find  a  manifest  want  of  unity,  of  interest,  of  enlightenment 
and  of  consecration  on  tho  part  of  our  brotherhood,  with  reference  to 
the  maintenance  of  denominational  schools.  A  lethargio  indifference, 
an  absorption  in  selfish  and  covetous  pursuits,  mid  a  timid  and  unde- 
cided policy  prevail  to  cripple  our  cherished  purposes  and  aspirations. 
Shall  this  condition  of  things  continue  1  Our  brethren  elsewhere  are 
moulding,  massing,  moving  their  forces  for  the  great  contests  of  the 
present  and  of  the  future. 

Can  our  Colleges  be  sustained?  Can  we  do  what  others  have  done? 
Three  things  are  essential  to  the  success  of  a  College :  Endowment, 
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Scholarship,  and  Patronage.  Let  us  spare  no  timn  nor  talent  nor  treas- 
ure to  provide  those,  especially  for  [Toward,  Let  every  Christian 
awake  and  contribute  to  this  cause  ;  let  every  minister  talk  or  speak  or 
wri'e,  nnd  agitate  so  as  to  arouse  an  interest  throughout  the  State;  let 
the  ladies  work  and  talk  and  pray  to  effect  it.  We  must  concentrate; 
We  must  strike  out  with  bolder,  firmer  determination  to  educate  the 
people.    To  bo  undecided,  or  divided, or  indifferent,  is  to  be  ruined. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  heartily  recognize  the  importance  of  education 
in  its  primary,  academic  and  collegiate  branches;  and,  grateful  for  what 
ha<  been  alreadv  done,  pledge  to  it  our  future  support. 

2.  /frWw/,  That  we  cheerfully  commend  to  the  confidence  of  all  men 
the  J  udson  Female  Institute,  the  East  Alabama  Female  College,  the 
Alabama  Central  Female  College  and  the    La  Fayette  Female  College. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  cordially  unite  with  increased  earnestness, 
vigor,  sacrifice  and  effort,  in  the  building  up  of  Howard  College  to  n 
position  equal  to  any  College  in  the  Smith. 

\.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  instructed  to  secure  the 
salary  of  the  President  of  Howard  College,  for  the  present  year,  by  the 
collection  of  funds  or  out  of  any  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Hoard,  or 
of  this  Convention  ;  and  then  proceed  to  raise  an  endowment  of  ut  least 
1 100,000. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Convention  create  a  Board  of  Education,  to  bo 
located  at  Montgomery,  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  secure  funds  and 
superintend  the  education  of  indigent  students  who  are  studying  for 
the  ministry  at  Howard,  and  of  Alabama  ministers  at  the  Southern 
Il.ipti-t  Theological  Seminary ;  and  that,  we  recommend  the  organiza- 
tion of  .Ladies'  Educational  Societies  throughout  the  State,  with  a  view 
to  furthering  the  objects  of  the  Hoard. 

0.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  our  churches  the  observance,  in 
connection  with  other  Christians,  on  the  last  Thursday  in  February,  of 
the  annual  day  of  prayer  for  Colleges.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report:  The  spirit  of  Foreign  Missions 
brought  our  Saviour  from  heaven  to  earth.  It  disrobed  him,  for  tho 
time  of  his  celestial  glory,  and  led  him  in  poverty,  to  the  cross.  It  lit- 
tered the  only  authoritative  commandment  that  lays  out  the  field  of 
duty  for  his  ministers  and  churches  to  occupy.  His  example  and  pre- 
cepts afford  the  only  true  model  of  Christian  usefulness  and  Christian 
character,  and  the  crowning  evidence  of  a  gracious  work  in  the  souls  of 
men. 

Between  him  and  his  saints,  each  individually  and  all  collectively, 
there  is  oneness  of  spiritual  nature  and  spiritual  work.  lie  is  the 
vine,  they  are  tho  branches.  Except  tho|  branch  partake  of  the  nature 
and  fatness  of  the  vine,  it  withers  away,  and  is  cut  off  and  cast  into  tho 
fire.  The  essential  nature  of  Christ  is  universal  benevolence;  all  the 
vital  branches  partake  necessarily  of  the  nature  of  the  vine;  hence  all 
those  who  are  uniud  to  him  by  faith  draw  from  him  this  universal 
principle.  Its  practical  development  may  depend  on  a  number  of  con- 
tingencies; such,  for  instance,  as  our  Christian  culture  and  associations. 
A  man  may  possibly  be  a  Christian  in  whose  soul  this  principle  lingers 
in  a  dormant  state  ;  but  while  this  may  be  granted  as  a  possible  exeep« 
lion,  it  is  not  safe  as  the  general  rule  of  gracious  influences  in  the  heart. 
For  he  who  hath  said,  "ye  are  the  light  of  the  world"  and  "the  salt  of 
the  earth,"  has  also  declared  "if  the  light  that  is  in  llieo  be  darknes, 
how  great  is  that  darkness!'  and,  "  if  tho  salt  hath  lost  i*s  savor  it  is 
good  for  nothing  l>ut  to  be  cast  out  and  trodden  under  foot  of  men." 

How  far  a  latent  state  of  grico  in  the  soul,  giving  off  no  light  nor 
warmth  to  others,  may  be  regarded  as  countenanced  by  the  Hible,  we 
must  leave  every  man,  perhaps,  to  judge  for  himself;  for  so  will  many 
judge,  we  fear,  any  way,  and  act  accordingly,  till  iho  trump  of  God 
shall  awake  them  to  their  fearful  mistake. 

As  Cnrist  and  his  people  are  one  in  spiritual  nature,  so  they  arc  ono 
in  spiritual  work.  This  thought  grows  naturally  out  of  the  other,  for 
as  like  produces  its  like  in  th»»  laws  of  nature,  so  also  in  the  law  of 
grace.  Two  fountains  alike  send  forth  streams  alike.  II  the  fountain 
of  motives  which  actuated  Jesus,  from  his  advent  to  his  ascension,  be 
the  same  in  nature  and  character  as  that  by  which  his  children  are  influ- 
enced, then  must  the  two  lines  of  conduct,  his  and  theirs,  be  substan- 
tially alike  also.  We  know  full  well  that  a  sort  of  temporizing  Christi- 
anity of  modern  times  has  relieved  the  popular  mind  of  many  obliga- 
tions by  the  self-constituted  plea,  that  the  example  of  our  Saviour,  as 
well  as  a  number  of  his  precepts,  was  for  extraordinary  application, 
and  therefore  not  designed  for  us  in  ordinary  times.  And  this  limiting 
of  the  divine  example  and  modifying  of  the  diviuo  precepts,  have  fur- 
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nished  a  convenient  occasion  fop  the  different  sectaries,  notions  and 
opinions  among  men,  to  throw  off,  relatively,  ono  this,  and  another  that, 
almost  every  obligation  enjoined  in  the  word  of  God ;  and  in  lieu  of 
tho  inspired  order  of  things,  systems  have  been  established,  and  senti- 
ments embraced  which  expand  no  wider  than  the  mere  question  of  con- 
venience, and  rise  no  higher  than  the  question  of  self-interest,  and  rest 
on  no  better  foundation  than  popular  sentiment.  Yet  we  are  sure  what- 
ever be  the  refuges  of  lies  into  which  men  may  run  to  hide  themselves 
from  the  light  of  truth  unJ  the  voice  of  duty,  that  Christ  is  the  pattern 
of  his  people's  duty,  and  from  his  authority  there  is  no  appeal. 

lie  came  from  one  world  to  another;  his  people  are  to  go  from  ono 
nation  to  another.  He  chose  his  natal  home  in  a  foreign  land  ami  made 
his  associates  among  strangers  and  enemies.  He  was  born  a  foreign 
missionary,  but  began  his  labors  among  his  lineal  kindred.  As  tho 
divine  benevolence  embraced  the  world,  so  Christian  benevolence — a 
transcript  of  the  divine — finds  its  boundaries  no  where  short  of  the  ut- 
termost limits  of  the  habitations  of  man. 

The  benevolence  of  the  Saviour  was  marked  by  a  corresponding  self. 
denial &n<i  sacrifice.  Though  ho  was  rich,  he  became  poor.  He  made 
himself  of  no  reputation.  He  exchanged  the  glories  of  heaven  for  the 
glory  that  excelleth  — the  extension  ot  his  kingdom  and  the  salvation  of 
men.  The  spirit  of  his  holy  religion — his  nature  imparted  to  his  saints 
— leads  them  to  suspend  all  worldly  possessions  upon  his  sovereign 
will.  When  this  is  clearly  discovered,  it  is  regarded  by  them  as  final. 
"Speak,  Lord,  thy  servant  heareth."  "  Lord  what  wilt  thou  have  me 
to  do?"  These  aro  the  words  and  this  tho  sentiment  of  "the  hidden 
man"  of  the  "  renewed   heart." 

The  united  work  of  Jesus  and  his  people  has  in  View  unity  of  aims 
and  objects — the  proclamation  of  the  Gospel  throughout  tiio  world,  and 
the  special  application  of  its  benefits  "to  all  ofar  off,  even  as  many  as 
the  Lord  our  God  shall  call."  The  Son  says  to  the  Father,  "  As  thou 
hast  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so  have  I  also  sent  them  into  tho 
world  *  *  that  they  also  may  be  one  with  us."  Thus  tho  motive* 
which  influenced  the  Redeemer  are  to  govern  his  people;  the  extent  of 
the  work  which  was  compassed  in  tho  atonement,  indicated  by  the  ex- 
ample, and  expressed  by  the  authority  of  the  law-giver  in  Zion,  is  the 
extent  of  the  work  enjoined  on  his  servants;  the  aims  and  oljcets  which 
were  proposed  to  be  accomplished  in  what  Jesus  did,  and  sulTered,  and 
commanded,  are  the  aims  and  ohjects  to  which  his  peoplo  are  to  look, 
and  for  the.  accomplishment  of  which  they  are  to  devote  their  lives  and 
all  God  hath  given  them,  subject  to  his  will.  The  final  glory  which  is 
to  be  revealed  in  the  Saviour  is  also  to  be  revealed  in  his  saints  as  they 
sing  their  doxologies  of  the  ultimate  triumph  of  the  Cross. 

From  what  has  been  said,  tho  following  questions  might  not  be  amiss 
for  each  professor  of  religion  to  tako  home  to  his  heart :  1st.  Am  I  a 
child  of  God,  having  the  nature  and  mind  of  my  Saviour,  while  I  am 
not  his  servant  doing  his  will?  21.  Can  there  be  any  reasonahle  doubt 
of  tho  8iiocess  of  a  cause  where  thu  nature  and  presence  and  promises  of 
God  are  pledged  for  its  support?    3d.  Ought  we  not  to  take  a  higher 
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view  of  this  glorious  work  of  co-operation  with  the  Lord  of  lords  find 
King  of  king*,  for  the  salvation  nf  man?  4th.  Is  it  a  light  thing  to  tri- 
fle with  iv  subject  which  engaged  the  triune  counsels  of  eternity,  and 
manifested  the  decisions  of  those  counsels  in  the  death  of  the  Son  of 
God,  and  recorded  them  plainly  in  the  book  of  revelation  ? 

One  difficulty  in  the  way  of  this  work  may  be  found  in  the  limited 
view  which  brethren  take  of  the  extent  and  measure  of  Christian  « » I >  1  i - 
gatio.i  end  duty.  Some  measure  the  subject  by  the  number  of  children 
God  has  given  them,  and  set  bounds  to  it  by  the  lines  their  surveyor  1ms 
run.  Others  go  a  little  farther  and  extend  their  notions  of  duty  to  the 
whole  extent  of  the  District  Association,  and  'ire  willing  for  those  who 
may  wUh  to  do  so,  to  expand  their  benefactions  to  the  entire  territory 
of  a  State  Convention.  A  third  class,  still  more  magnanimous,  are 
willing  to  acknowledge  that  the  Gospel  field  may  be  as  largo  as  the 
nation  in  which  they  live.  Now,  here,  as  on  all  other  subjects,  we  see 
that  when  men  form  their  standards  of  piety,  their  rules  of  duty,  and 
their  measures  of  obligation  outside  of  the  divine  word,  a  countless 
variety  of  discordant  opinions  and  practices  is  tho  disastrous  result. 
The  Bible  says  the  field  is  tho  world.  This  is  plain,  simple  and  un- 
mistakable. Let  God  be  true,  and  every  man  a  liar.  And  they  have 
great  reason  to  tremble  who  make  void  the  commandments  of  God  by 
their  traditions,  upon    this    subject,  as  well  as  any  other. 

Permit  us  to  mention  one  more  hindrance  to  the  speedy  spread  of 
the  Gospel  among  the  nations  of  earth.  It  is  a  widespread  one.  Wo 
allude  to  the  wrong  estimate  which  many  place  upon  small  contribu- 
tions and  influences.  A  member  of  a  church  to  «ive  but  fifty  cents  or 
a  dollar  a  year;  or  a  whole  church  to  contribute  only  five  or  ten  dol- 
lars, they  say,  to  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  all  over  the  world  !  What 
is  the  use  of  this — what  good  will  it  do?  Tho  case  of  the  poor  widow  is 
mercifully  recorded  to  meet  just  such  cases  and  to  encourage  the  smaller 
benefactions  of  God's  humbler  saints.  It  is  for  the  highest  manifesta- 
tion of  the  divine  glory  that  our  Heavenly  Father  sees  lit,  sometimes. 
to  bring  the  greatest  results  out  of  the  smallest  causes. 

No  people  are  commended  more  highly  in  the  Bible  than  the  poor 
churches  of  Macedonia.  The  Almighty  beholds  his  glory  as  clearly  in 
tho  twinkling  star  away  ofF  in  the  heavens,  or  in  the  little  glow  vorni 
by  the  traveller's  midnight  pathway,  as  ho  does  in  the  blazing  planet 
" that  revolves  in  its  fiery  march,  or  the  coral  strand  that  lifts  its  won- 
ders above  the  sea.  And  as  in  his  natural  so  in  his  spiritual  kingdom. 
The  poor  little  church,  far  away  in  the  backwoods  among  the  mountains 
and  hills,  with  her  humble  pastor,  who  deserves  a  tear  of  affection  from 
every  lover  of  unfeigned  sincerity,  and  a  word  of  plaudit  from  every 
admirer  of  unvarnished  unction  — this  church  and  pastor  may  glorify 
Jesus  and  enjoy  his  smiles  in  their  small  contributions  and  fervent 
prayers,  as  well  as  the  wealthy  city  church,  with  the  abundance  of  her 
means  and  large  benefactions. 

Now,  whatever  may  be  the  hindrance*  to  the  speedy  progress  of  the 
Gospel  throughout  the  world,  there  are  groat  encouragements  \o  nerve 
the   hearts   of  the  friends  of  these  missions   "  to  attempt  great  things

for  God,  and  to  expect  great  things  from  God."  Chief  among  these 
encouragements  stand  the  promises  of  the  Bible.  Jehovah  ha'h  sworn 
— and  cannot  repent — that  the  earth  shall  bo  filled  with  tin  knowledge 
of  his  glory.  The  work,  therefore,  is  divine  and  must  go  on.  Its  pro- 
gross  may  seem  slow.  Brethren  may  complain  that  much  has  been  ex- 
pended, and  little  accomplished.  Yet,  in  the  last  fifty  years,  as  much 
has  been  done,  we  dare  say,  in  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  as  was  per- 
formed during  the  first  fifty  years  of  the  Christi;»n  age,  though  Christ  him- 
self and  his  inspired  evangelists  and  apostles  wore  engaged  In  the  work. 
God's  ways  are  not  our  ways,  lie  tests  the  patience  and  persevering 
faith  of  his  servants;  and  when  this  shall  have  been  fully  accomplished, 
then  shall  a  nation  be  born  in  a  day. 

Your  committee  have  not  thought  proper  to  cumber  this  report  with 
dry  statistics,  as  in  their  judgment  is  too  often  the  ca^e  in  similar  re- 
ports. It  was  deemed  more  promotive  of  their  leading  desire — una- 
nimity of  spirit  and  practice  among  the  churches  in  this  great  work — to 
present  what  should  be  written  from  the  standpoint  here  occupied. 
And  for  the  furtherance,  of  this  object,  we  would  recommend  that  tli9 
ministers  and  pastors  of  churches  throughout  the  State  ho  affectionately 
requested  to  preach  ol'lener  on  this  subject,  showing  the  relationship 
which  exists  betweentrue  Christianity  and  the  spirit  and  work  of  gospel 
missions.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  are  gratified  to  bo  able  to  present  to  tho  Convention 
a  report,  not  only  of  suggestions  and  resolutions,  but  of  facts.  Wo 
herewith  append  the  Sunday  School  statistics  i\n  far  as  we  have  boon 
able  to  procure  them.  Many  schools,  we  know,  have  not  reported 
at  all,  and  from  many  only  partial  returns  have  been  received.  But 
the  statistics  collected  indicate  results  which  are  truly  gratifying,  a:id 
v/e  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  tho  statistics  of  another  yeur  will 
show  a  threefold  increase  in  interest  and  in  numbers. 

Our  statistics  reveal  two  facts  worthy  of  special  notice.  First,  tha', 
morn  than  half  of  tho  Schools  have  adopted  the  plan  of  uniform  lessons. 
Second,  that  a  very  largo  proportion  of  them  continue  during  the  whole 
year.  Nearly  all  are  reported  as  being  in  a  nourishing  condition,  and 
we  find  that  in  proportion  as  the  brethren  have  labored  in  this  depart- 
ment of  Church  work,  in  that  proportion  has  the  Holy  Spirit  been 
poured  out  upon  them.  And  while  your  Committee  have  no  disposition 
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to  magnify  nor  oxa^erate  tho  claims  of  the  School,  wo  do  think  Unit 
the  obligation  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  young  is  Justus  binding  upon 
usns  it  is  to  preach  it  to  tho  old.  We  ft  I  no  most  emphatically  di*« 
(•hum  the  idea  thai  tho  Church  can  transfer  this  duty  to  other  hands. 
Wo  uro  fully  convinced  that  sho  should  take,  the  oversight  and  control  of 
this  department  of  her  work  us  fully  as  she  dooc  of  the  prayer  or  any 
other  moating.  In  this  oonnection  wo  desire  to  express  our  opinion  that 
the  Sunday  School  is  not  tho  nursery  of  the  Church]  but  that  as  far  as 
practicable,  every  member  of  the  Church  should  be  a  member  of  the 
Sunday  School,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Sunday  School  is  tho  interest 
of  th" Church.  Wo  would,  therefore,  most  earnestly  urge  upon  tho 
Churches  tho  necessity  of  greatly  increased  efforts  in  this  department  of 
Chri-tian  activity. 

We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  there  nro  at  least  four  Sunday 
School  Societies  in  our  bounds;  one  in  tho  Eufaula  Association,  one  in 
the  Tuskegco,  one  in  the  Alabama,  and  one  in  the  Union.  In  tho  last 
named  are  reported  seventeen  schools  seventy-one  teachers  and  four 
hundred  and  ninety  scholars.  These  figures  show  what  combined  sys« 
tematic  effort  can  accomplish. 

Wii  would  most  earnestly  recommend  — 

1.  That  tho  Churches  send  up  full  and  accurate  Sunday  School  statis- 
ties  in  their  annual  letters  to  tho  Associations. 

3.  That  these  statistics  bo  reported  by  the  Associations  to  the  Con- 
voi  tion. 

.'{.  That  tho  Convention  appoint  a  standing  Committee  on  Sunday 
Schools,  whose  duty  it  shall  bo  to  collect  statistics  and  otherwise  pto- 
mote  the  cause  in  our  State. 

4.  That  Corresponding  Messengers  be  appointed  to  the  several  Sunday 
School  bodies  in  tho  State. 

o.  That  tho  Baptist  Teacher  and  Kind  Worth  bo  commended  to  our 
brethren  ns  admirably  adapted,  the  one  to  the  Teachers  and  the  other  to 
the  Scholars  in  our  schools. 

<>.  That  tho  Sunday  School  Hoard  of  tho  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion is  justly  entitled  to  the  confidence,  the  sympathy,  and  the  Support 
of  nil  the  Cnurchos  and  Sunday  Schools  within  our  borders. 

7.  That  the    mission-work  of  this  Hoard,    which    is  now  bein^  pros- 
ecuted   with  earnestness,  meet*  our  hearty  approbation,  and  should  be 
aided  by  the  prayers  and  contributions  of  all  our  people.
